THE CONVENTION. 


The Troll mi imry Very Short and 


Sued, 


Cmc.uio, Juno SI.—Chairman BrJco 


called tho convention to order at 12,45. 
Tho circus lent appearance of the big 
Democratic \vgiwiim wan greatly magni- 
fied by a dozen huge white pendants 
jtretched from the covering to the floor. 
'What appeared to be pendants roally 
were Bloat posts supporting the mam- 
moth circular canopy of wood raised 
some distance above the walls to admit 
liuht tiud air from all sides. Blue silken 
banners, distributed on the main floor, 
bearing the names of tho various states, 
showed where state delegations should 
be seated. Around the back of them 
like an amphitheatre were tbe seats con- 
taining the spectators, the entire struc- 
ture having a Beating capacity for more 
than 20,000 people. 


The chairman's desk, over which were 


(he name? of Cleveland and Hendrlclcn, 
nominated in I8S4, was surmounted by 
huge bouquets of llowere. 
The great 


interior, wreathed with red, white and 
blue streamers, (lags and banners, was 
here and there decorated with tbe shields 
of the dhTorent elates and portraits of 
honored 'Jeinocrata of the past. The 
delegations were seated according to 
alphabetical order, Alabama having the 
front row and New York well back. 


The crowd began to gather as early as 


11 o'clock, though tho convention was 
not to be called to order till Boon, and it 
'was long after that hour before the act- 
ual calling to order took place. . When 
tho pavoi finally fell the great structure 
was completely filled wiih people. 


W. O. Onena of Kentucky was an- 


nounced as temporary chairman. 


On taking the chair he made a speech, 


in which he stated that two great dan- 
gers menaced the Democratic party—on a 
external, the other internal. The first 
was the organized machinery of organ- 
ized capital, fupported by the whole 
power of the Federal government. The 
second was the tendency among Demo- 
crats to make issues among themselves. 
Two need*, therefore, he said, stood be- 
fore the convention which were indis- 
pensable to success; these were unity 
and'harmony. The ppoaker proceeded 
to characterize the coming campaign as 
one of education, and closed by saying: 
"Impelled by one purpose, public good, 
we will free onraelves from the bicker- 
ings and heartburns that characterized 
the Republican party when Ufl Marshal 
Ney went down at Minneapolis before 
the mailed legions of tbo bread and hat- 
ter brigade." 


At the close of Owens' speech, on mo- 
tion of Stephen M. White of Californ-'a 
the roll waa called for constituting the 
committees on credentials, rules, order 
ut business, permanent organization and 
resolutions. 
All resolutions and communications 
rere ordered referred to the committee 


on resolutions. 
Delegate Holraanot Oragonannounced 


that he had just received A telegram 
from Portland, Or., to the effect that the 
city had given 1000 Democratic majority 
instead of 2000 Kepnblicao, aa heretofore. 


Cable of Illinois offered the following: 
"Resolved, rjiftat this convention ton- 


tier its profound sympathy to that dis- 
tinguished. American James G. IMaine, 
in the heavy affliction which has befallen 
him." 


The reading was interrupted by loud 


applause. Tho resolution was adopted 
unanimously. 


Sweet of Maine thanked the conven- 


tion for the sympathy phown to the dis- 
tinguished resident of that state. 


At 2 p.m. the convention adjourned 


until 11 tomorrow. 


HA.HMONY IN SIGHT, 


The proceedings today were unusually 


tame, but nothing occurred to cull forth 
any particular party enthusiasm. 


The speech of the temporary chairman 


was well received, liis arraignment of 
the Republican doctrine of protection 
was in original and effective language. 


The only dissension which occurred in 


Lhe day's proceedings was over the at- 
tempt of several delegates to throw 
open the vacant galleries to crowds of 
eager Democrats who were standing out- 
side in the rain. 


No otie seems able to explain the rea- 


son, but throughout tho session there 
were 8000 unoccupied seats in the galler- 
ies of the convention hall, and there was 
a great popular inquiry as to who held 
the tickets for the seats. No one volun- 
teered any information, but tho national 
committee naturally came in for most of 
the blame, and it was generally asserted 
that members or some of their favorite 
frienda pocketed the tickets, to be used 
at the beet time to tbe beat advantage in 
Slling the galleries with cheerera for 
some particular candidate. 


Watterson for Cleveland. 


CHICAGO, June 21.—Kentucky tnls 


moruiog decided to cast its twenty-tix 
votes solidly for Cleveland, after an In- 
tensely exciting meeting, at which 
Henry Watterson made one of his 
famous speeches, in which he said tbat 
henceforth he was for Cleveland, and 
hoped Kentucky would be in line when 
the man of destiny was nominated. He 
declared that the last thirty-six hours, 
under the wonderful management of ex- 
Secretary Whitney, baa brought about a 
remarkable change in the situation in 
New York, and he was now convinced 
Lhat the only ground on which be had 
opposed Cleveland had been removed 
and that Cleveland would bo able to 
carry the slato of New York. 


Will Not Give Up. 


WAHUINOTON, June 21.—Much gossip Is 


going the rounds concerning the inten- 
sions of Senator Hill. -Among other 


RB it has been said that his friends 


have been authorized to withdraw his 
name for the Democratic nomination. It 
can now he stated as a fact that Hill will 
not withdraw. He does not propose to 
withdraw but will fight to the end. 


Boles Laid Aside, 


CHICAGO, June 2L.—Boies' followers 


are almost as bitter as the Hill men in 
protesting against Cleveland's nomina- 
tion. The delegation decided thia morn- 
ing to cast a solid vote for Boies, even if 
every other delegate In the convention 
voted for Clevuland, and under no cir- 
cumstances to allow the consideration of 
its name for tho second place.

aa demand its unconditional repeal. 


We favor the free coinage of both gold 
and silver on such a basis as will main- 
tain the two metals on a parity with 
each other."

Democratic doctrine ol reciprocal trade 
relations with foreign powers and de- 
lounce the reciprocity pretensions at tho 
"epublican party." 


The platform declares that the rreeent 
ministration in its foreign relations

On the rfchool question the platform 
ays: 
"We commend the

school system, which had its birth under 
a Democratic fidministration," and de- 
clnree in favor of tlio freedom of educft- 
lon.and for the right of tbe parent to con-

A BRIGHTER OUTLOOK. 


The prospects tor California raieinand 


fruit growers are 
growing decidedly 


brighter. Tlie condilion of the market 
laet year was very diEcouragiog, but the 
causes which led to that condition are 
now plainly evident and for tho most 
part are easy of remedy. Ope of taoee 
causes wae the unusually heavy fruit crop 
throughout the eastern elates. This, of 
coarse, is liable to occur again, bat not 
this eeason. In moat of the states the 
crop bag boon badly damaged by cold 
weather and heavy etorms. The princi- 
pal cause, however, was the largely in- 
creased product in this state and the ut- 
ter lack of intelligent management in 
handling it. No one eeeioed to have re 
alized the fact that the time had come 
when there must be an end of Grotclaefi 
prices for second claea goods, and vnet 
quBnlitieB of inferior as well as first qua!' 
ity fruit wae dumped by train loads into 
two or three markets, which was followed 
by the natural result of a eerious Riot 
and break down in the market. It hue 
taken several months of time to even par- 
tially rectify such wholesale blundering 
us th:c, and daylight is jnat uow begin- 
nioK to ehovr through the auiiuouB ^l 
ot eererol months, nnd happily the 
clearing up hae como at a time to permit 
of better reanlte for thiB year's crop. 


Tho American Grocer, one of the lead- 


ing trade publications of tho United 
States, Bays under date of June 8th; - 


The situation as it rentes to raisine 


BhoffH improvement. 
It is estimated 


that there are not over 1000 boiee of 
Malaga ralcine in this market, and the 
Btock of Denia waa very largely reduced 
durinc last month. There is also an Im- 
provement in the demand for California 
raisins; 3-cr. loose can be bad from $1.10 
to $1.25 per box; London layer, $1©1.35, 
and bag raieins from -1 to 4^c, ns to 
grade. The stock of California prunes 
IB H(?ht, and of apricots and peaches, 
there are very few to be had.

horses — abeolute cond«n) nation—with 
oat any knowledge whatever ae lo U» 
true nature or condition of tbo specih 
microbe. 
The actual presence 
of a certain 


microbe in plundered horses and its ca 
pacily of producing disease in healthy 
horees wad first demonstrated in a eatia 
factor}- iB.iuner by Lofller and Schutz 
They have also favored us with a brie 
•which eerves at the earns time aa a de 
BCriplion of the bacillus as originally 
found iu the lessons und in culture. 


To thiB dih-eaee 1 have Riven thirteen 


years assiduous Btudy. Hence, in otter- 
ing thie article to the public 1 rnu&t em- 
phatically state that 1 do BO by reques 
of an intelligent portion of the citireneo 
thia and other adjoining countiee, who 
have read the "Regulation for the Sup- 
pression and Prevention of Contagious 
Infections and Cpwniuoicablp Diseases 
Affecting Domestic Animals in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia," and who really wanl 
advice HB to the cauee, cflact and danger 
of glanders. 
It is a contagious dieeose, of import- 


ance both frnm an economical and Btin- 
tary standpoint. It is not only comrnnni- 
cated from one horse to another, bol 
very often transmitted to man, produc- 
ing ecverr and generally fate! diwaws. 
The conr-eiieus of opinion and of legisla- 
tion today demands the killing of am 
mala affected with glanders. Recovery 
of horsee affected with tbia disease is 
perhape never complete. In tbe great 
maj -rity of cigea it rune a course ol varia- 
ble length the final result of which is 
death, preceded by emaciation' and gen- 
eral debility. Wor is there any remedy 
or cure for the dipease. 


Granted even tbe possibility of recov- 


ery, the directed animal is in tho mean- 
time a Eource of continual danger to 
other horses, and to human beings. It 
1& therefore in the, end economy, not to 
eay sanitary prudence, to be particularly 
vigilant over the health of all domestic 
animals under your charge, and imme- 
diately destroy glandered borees when 
detected, even were human life not en- 
dangered by its ireeence. 


But the diagnosis of glanders requires 


skill tie it ia not always mi easy matter 
to detect it. It may be confounded with 
a number of other diseases, and when a 
very valuable animal IB involved an ac- 
curate diagnosis ia of standard impor- 
tance.

ilar dieeoBe, consequently the veterina- 
rian is only eafe to be decisive whan be 
finds the proof, which ifl the detection of 
the glanders bacilli. I wlab these lines 
to bo read by those whoee minds are un- 
biaeed and made up to accept of no argu- 
ment, for I etrongly understand myself 
.and my BUbjVct,
